CRC — Herb, VEIHTD reported that he 
and Bill, VEIMR removed HARC-owned 
equipment from the CRC/NS site in Dart- 
mouth on Oct 2".

The cost of 
renting Exhibition Park was prohibitive 
when last checked, at $3000 compared to 
the $425 charged by the Forum. Atten- 
dance at the Cornwall RAC AGM was 
approximately 50 amateurs. It was felt 
that we need specifics of what RAC ex- 
pects so we can decide what cost is feasi- 
ble rather than arbitrarily assigning a cost 
figure. Dick, VE1AI offered to assist 
Scott in the continued negotiations after 
which further findings will be brought to 
the November meeting. 

Motion: THAT the motion to host the 
RAC Annual General Meeting be tabled 
until next month. Moved by Howard, 
VEIDHD and seconded by Murray, 
VEIMMD. Carried

SOS: 100 years of distress signals 
By FRAN YEOMAN The Times of London 


"Send SOS," one of the Titanic’s radio operators 
supposedly said to another after the famous ship 
struck that infamous iceberg. "It’s the new call and 
besides this may be your last chance to send it." 


That "new call" is now 100 years old and people 
around the world who owe their lives to that piece of 
Morse code may reflect on its importance. 


In the past century, SOS has become a firm part of 
popular culture used in everything from DIY pro- 
gram titles to Abba hits. But it began life in a far 
more serious setting after being adopted by the inter- 
national community on July 1, 1908, as the globally 
recognized distress signal for ships at sea. 


At that time voices could not yet be carried across 
the airwaves and sailors needed a standard means of 
saying, in Morse code, that they were in trouble. 


Until then, the most commonly used distress call was 
the "CQD" signal, which was open to misinterpreta- 
tion. After much deliberation, SOS was chosen to re- 
place it because the signal — three dots, three dashes 
and three more dots — is such a clear message to 
send in Morse code. 


There was some early success for the new system a 
year later when the Cunard liner the SS Slavonia was 
stricken off the Azores. She sent out an SOS and not 
a single life was lost. 


Even so, not everybody was convinced instantly, and 
it took the tragedy of the Titanic to reveal just how 
vital a universal system was. After the collision in 
April 1912, the ship’s radio operators sent out both 
the old CQD and the new SOS signals, but some 
ships in the area ignored both, thinking that they 
were having a party. 


They soon learned otherwise, as international head- 
lines told how Jack Phillips, the Titanic’s first radio 
operator, and 1,500 others had been lost along with 
the "unsinkable" ship. The new SOS distress signal 
was rarely ignored after that. 


Of course, technology has moved on dramatically 
since 1908 and only very occasionally are the telltale 
dots and dashes that have saved countless lives em- 
ployed today.
